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AXE HANGS OVER 
SEVEN CENTRES 

Shake-up is likely to see closure of several council-operated facilities

SEVEN children’s centres could close 
as part of a shake-up of council-run 
services. 

The public is being given a say on the 
controversial proposals, which would see 
Bounds Green, The Ladder, Campsbourne, 
Earlsmead, Noel Park, South Grove and 
Stonecroft centres shut. 

Haringey Council’s cabinet agreed at a 
meeting last week to begin a consultation on 
plans which would see nine of the borough’s 16 
centres upgraded, while the remaining seven 
would become Community Access Points, offer¬ 
ing a much more limited range of services. 

Under the proposals, the new-look children’s 
centres would offer services to all families with 
children and young people aged up to 19 - or 25 
in the case of those with special educational 
needs and disabilities - rather than just to 


families with children aged up to five, as exists 
at present. 

The council has had to slash its early 
years budget by £1.4million over the next 
three years as a result of government funding 
cuts and is re-evaluating the way it delivers 
children services. 

A 12-week consultation period started on 
Monday and will run until September 21. During 
this period there will also be a number of work¬ 
shops to enable people to discuss the proposals 
in person, as well as the opportunity to respond 
to the consultation electronically or via email. 

The findings of the consultation would then be 
taken to the council’s cabinet meeting in the 
autumn. If the proposals are approved, changes 
would begin to be implemented from April 2016. 

Councillor Ann Waters, cabinet member for 
children and families, said: “As part of our 
commitment to giving every child in Haringey 
the very best start in life, we want to explore 
changing how children’s centre services are 


delivered so that more people can access 
their support and we can make the best use of 
scarce resources. 

“It is clear that it will not be possible to 
continue to fund Haringey’s 16 children’s centres 
in the way that they currently are and we have to 
find new ways of delivering services. 

“We believe that these proposals will help us to 
improve services so that more children and 
families in Haringey are supported to become 
healthier, happier and more resilient.” 

However, the Liberal Democrats said they 
shared the concerns of residents over the 
closures, which they claimed were unnecessary. 

“There is some money available to keep more 
centres open, as we showed in our budget 
proposal to save some of the centres,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Morris, Haringey Lib Dem spokes¬ 
woman for children. 

“It is a shame Labour have ignored our 
recommendations and are pressing ahead with 
their plans.”

Help at hand for 
beleaguered GPs 

URGENT action to ease the pressure on 
overstretched GP services in Tottenham has 
been pledged by NHS England - the body 
which pays for practices. 

It follows a new report revealing that six of 
Haringey’s 19 council wards currently 
exceed national guidelines for the average 
number of patients on a surgery’s register. 

The average is 1,800 patients per GP 
practice, but, according to the report by the 
North East London Partnership Plan , 
commissioned by NHS England, demand for 
GP provision far outstrips demand in those 
six wards, five of which are in Tottenham. 

The area’s population is expected to grow 
significantly as a result of future regeneration 
and Haringey Council and Haringey Clinical 
Commissioning Group have been demanding 
improved GP provision to solve the chronic 
shortage and ensure current residents and 
newcomers are able to see a doctor within 
national guidelines. 

In response, NHS England confirmed last 
week that it is working on an urgent solution 
to increase the number of GPs in Tottenham 
Hale by the autumn and has promised to 
ensure there is adequate provision across the 
wider Tottenham area in future. 

Councillor Peter Morton, cabinet member 
for health and well-being, said: “This report 
shows there is already a pressing need for 
action on GP access in Tottenham and that 
this will only increase as the local population 
grows. That’s why we’re calling on NHS 
England to work with us and our partners to 
ensure that local residents can access essential 
primary care services close to home, without 
having to battle against a lack of GP spaces 
and excessive waiting lists. 

“If we’re to deliver the services that local 
communities need to flourish - both now and 
in the future - it’s essential that other 
partners also play their part.”

Bid for a high-tech 
zone gathers pace

A LEADING councillor is deter¬ 
mined to turn the Lea Valley into the 
Silicon valley of London. 

Alan Sitkin, cabinet member for 
economic regeneration, is launching a 
bid to try and secure grant funding for 
a series of initiatives aimed at helping 
entrepreneurs develop their own apps 
and software and start-up companies 
that he believes could go some way 
to replacing the former heavy indus¬ 
try in the east of the borough as the 
main source of employment. 

Speaking to the Advertiser as the 
team he has gathered to support the 
idea begins the process of applying 
to outside bodies for grant funding, 
Mr Sitkin said that launching a num¬ 
ber of classes geared towards coding 
for beginners could launch a micro¬ 
economy in Enfield. 

“There has already been some work 
done in schools with teaching cod¬ 
ing, but we want to take that one step 
further and translate people’s ideas 
for apps and software programmes 
into economic growth,” he said. 

Working with Despina Johnson, 
from the Enfield Business Centre, he 
is hoping that funding can secured to 
hire spaces and contract teachers to 
help residents in the borough with

the skills they need to either set up 
their own business or market their 
product to tech giants. 

However, in a written question 
submitted before tonight’s full coun¬ 
cil meeting in the civic centre, in Sil¬ 
ver Street, Enfield Town, Mr Sitkin 
was challenged by Tory councillor 
for Town ward Nick Dines that the 
careers service in the borough’s 
schools was not doing enough to 


promote tech and entrepreneurial 
skills. Responding to the charge that 
at the moment school leavers are not 
equipped to take advantage of the 
opportunities offered by tech firms, 
Mr Sitkin said: “We are currently in 
discussion with a young entrepre¬ 
neur of the year about using one of 
the council’s buildings for a tech hub 
in Enfield. This project is one of 
many we are perusing.” 


Labour support 
for two in bid to 
become mayor 

LABOUR Party members in two of the 
borough’s parliamentary constituencies 
have pledged support for David Lammy 
and Tessa Jowell in the race to be the 
next Mayor of London. 

However, while the Enfield North and 
Enfield Southgate members are backing 
the MP for Tottenham and the former 
government minister, Kate Osamor, the 
MP for Edmonton, which borders Mr 
Lammy’s constituency, is backing 
another of the contenders - Sadiq Khan. 

“He knows what is needed to win, in 
his own marginal constituency of Tooting 
and across the city,” said Ms Osamor. 

“He led Labour to the best local 
election results in the capital since 1971 
and to seven additional MPs in the 
general election. 

“He also reflects all that is good about 
modern and diverse London. He’s the 
son of immigrants who came to the 
capital to make a better life. He grew up 
on a council estate and went to university 
before building a successful career as a 
lawyer and running his own firm.” 

On the Conservative side, former MP 
for Enfield North Nick de Bois has been 
appointed chairman of Zac Goldsmith’s 
campaign to be the Tory candidate in 
the election for mayor next year. 

Writing on the ConservativeHome 
blog, Mr de Bois said: “With Zac 
Goldsmith formally declaring his 
candidacy, with the backing of his 
constituents, we now have the best 
opportunity to ensure that, as Zac put it, 
London works for Londoners.”

Campaigner issues stark warning over library proposals

A LEADING campaigner has warned 
that axing mobile libraries and relying on 
voluntary staff could leave much of the 
borough without a functioning service. 

Susan Chinn, chairwoman of Highgate 
Library Action Group and one of the 
founding members of the Libraries for 
Life for Londoners group, was instrumen¬ 
tal in the grassroots campaign which saw 
Haringey Council retain all its libraries. 

With Enfield Council’s cabinet giving 
the go-ahead to a plan for only four fully- 
staffed libraries in the borough, and the 
axed mobile library to be replaced by a 
volunteer-led delivery service, Ms Chinn 
warned that the changes would hit those 
most in need hardest. 

She told the Advertiser. “A volunteer 
is not a member of staff - time moves on 
and so do volunteers. So, in five years’ 
time, there is no guarantee that that ser¬ 
vice will even be there.” 

The strategy agreed last night, if 
approved by full council, will see Enfield 
Town, Palmers Green, Ordnance Road 
(Enfield Lock) and Edmonton Green 
become “flagship” libraries with extended 
opening hours and open seven days a week. 

However, as well as removing the 
mobile service, the other 13 libraries in 
the borough will become “community

libraries” which will share space with 
other groups who need a base such as 
voluntary organisations. 

The space for stock, including books 
and DVDs, will be scaled back in these 
libraries and replaced with kiosks for 
orders and returns as well as pick-up 
lockers to collect orders from the online 
library catalogue. 

The strategy also says there will be 
some space for study and computer ter¬ 
minals. 

Although a trained volunteer co-ordi- 
nator will oversee the new, scaled-back 
libraries, the strategy acknowledges that 
the new spaces will be “supported by 
volunteers”. 

Ms Chinn warned that the changes 
would have the biggest impact on the 
most vulnerable members of society, 


adding: “Libraries form part of children 
and young people’s education as well as 
giving people a sense of belonging in their 
communities.” 

While the four new flagship libraries 
will have computers, wi-fi and study 
space, one of the concerns addressed in the 
strategy is that room to study will be at a 
premium in the already busy facilities. 

“Councils forget that a quarter of peo¬ 
ple do not have their own computer and 
are not connected to wi-fi,” said Ms 
Chinn. 

“Libraries are the only tree places they 
can do things like job applications and the 
myriad of other things in modem life that 
you need a computer for. This could leave 
people effectively cut off from society.” 

The strategy will be put before the full 
council tonight (Wednesday).

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Stations prepare for 24-hour Piccadilly line - as Tube drivers confirm one-day strike in protest 


FOUR Tube stations in the borough 
will open all night long at weekends 
from September. 

The Piccadilly line will be one of 
five Underground lines to benefit from 
24-hour services on Friday and Satur¬ 
day nights - with Arnos Grove, South- 
gate, Oakwood and Cockfosters all set 


to benefit. A new Transport for London 
night map was published this week and 
confirmed that services would run on 
the Piccadilly line every 10 minutes 
between Cockfosters and Heathrow 
Terminal 5. 

At present, the last Tube service into 
central London from Cockfosters 


leaves at 11.54pm, and the last train 
arrives at 1.14am. A night bus journey 
from Kings Cross to Cockfosters typi¬ 
cally takes 54 minutes, while a Tube 
journey is 31 minutes. 

As well as journey times, TfL claims 
the new service will boost the econ¬ 
omy by about £360million and support 


2,000 permanent jobs. The move was 
prompted by soaring numbers of peo¬ 
ple using public transport on Friday 
and Saturday nights - with almost a 
three-fold increase in night bus pas¬ 
sengers over the past 15 years. 

Not everyone is happy however. 

Tube drivers have voted to stage a 


one-day strike on July 8 in protest 
over pay and health and safety 
regulations resulting from the new 
24-hour service. 

British Transport Police says it will 
add an extra 100 officers to patrol 
stations. Fares will be no different to 
daytime services. 


‘Don’t expect miracles,’ warns Boris 
after Overground teething problems

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson has 
told passengers using the new London 
Overground service to Enfield Town 
and Cheshunt not to expect “miracles” 
following several weeks of delays and 
cancellations. 

Transport for London took over con¬ 
trol of train services on the line from 
Abellio Greater Anglia on May 31, 
promising improved reliability, passen¬ 
ger satisfaction and cheaper fares. 

But problems with the carriages 
transferred to TfL’s London Over¬ 
ground network have resulted in a 
series of delays and cancellations. 

Enfield commuter Andrea Lois was 
one of several who took to social media 
to complain about the service. She said 
on Twitter: “Another day, another delay 
for Enfield Town. 

“Tell me again @LDNOverground 
why it’s better that we’re now part of 
your network?” 


Joanne McCartney, the London 
Assembly member representing 
Enfield and Haringey, quizzed Mr 
Johnson at City Hall. 

The mayor said: “You aren’t going to 
see miracles. I am confident in a couple 
of years you will see the sort of 
improvement we have seen on other 
parts of the Overground. 

“Our objective is to invest in these 
stations, invest in these services and 
invest in new trains.” 

London Overground managers later 
said the problems stemmed from the 
standard of train carriages received by 
TfL from Abellio Greater Anglia, 
some of which had not been in use for 
three years and required urgent repairs 
and maintenance. 

It meant that some carriages were not 
ready to go into service and the length 
of trains had to be reduced from eight 
carriages to four. 

TfL claims most peak services are 
now running with eight carriages again, 
but have yet to explain why it was 


unaware of the sub-standard rolling 
stock before taking control of the line. 

Ms McCartney said: “I was 
pleased when TfL took on services run¬ 
ning between Liverpool Street 
and Enfield Town, but I am very 
disappointed to have received com¬ 
plaints from residents about the deteri¬ 
oration in services. 

“A reduction in carriages from eight 
to four is unacceptable. The resulting 
overcrowding and delays have left 
passengers understandably annoyed.” 

London Overground has been one of 
the most successful rail services in the 
country since it launched in 2007, with 
nine out of 10 passengers saying they 
are satisfied. 

A £260million deal to bring new 
trains to the Enfield Town, Cheshunt 
and Chingford lines has been signed 
with German firm Bombardier Trans¬ 
portation. The 45 new trains, with 
walk-through carriages, air condition¬

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Woman pocketed ‘charity’ money 


A WOMAN from Enfield has 
been sentenced for collecting 
charity donations from residents 
in Ponders End and Edmonton 
under false pretences. 

Victoria Dooley, 33, of 
Exeter Road, Ponders End, 
pleaded guilty at Tottenham 
Magistrates’ Court in February 
to a count of committing fraud 
by false representation.

However, rather than taking 
part in the run and giving 
the money legitimately to a 
charity, she pocketed the cash 
she collected. 


Dooley is banned from call¬ 
ing at any residential address 
anywhere in greater London to 
ask for money from anyone she 
does not know. 

Detective Constable Marvin 
Turner, from Enfield’s commu¬ 
nity safety unit, said: “Dooley 
has a history of preying on the 
elderly and their good nature in 
order to falsely obtain money 
from them. 

“This order sends out a clear 
message that this kind of 
behaviour is totally unaccept¬ 
able and we are committed to 
bringing to justice individuals 
that target vulnerable members 
of our community.” 

In total, Dooley managed to 
scam a total of just £14 from 
trusting neighbours before she 
was caught.

Lunchtime brawl 
panics shoppers

FIREARMS officers swooped on a shopping 
centre in Enfield Town shopping centre after a 
fight broke out between a group of young men 
wielding knives and metal poles. 

The confrontation yesterday lunchtime began 
in JD Sports, in Palace Gardens. Five men were 
seen fleeing from the shop brandishing weapons 
and being chased by security guards. 

Shoppers reported “a lot of panic” as staff tried 
to deal with the situation and warned people to 
stay away from the area. 

A man was later seen arguing with security 
guards as shoppers looked on. An elderly woman 
fell over as a scuffle broke out before armed 
police officers arrived on the scene to make an 
arrest. 

Police later stated that they had been called to 


the scene at 12.14pm to reports of a man with a 
gun, but that no firearm had been seen. 

They reported that three men had entered JD 
Sports and had had a confrontation with a mem¬ 
ber of staff. According to police, a further two 
men then entered the shop. 

Shopper Claire Yates was in department store 
Marks and Spencer, close to the scene, when it 
happened. She told the Advertiser. “I had just 
bought my shopping and was trying to leave 
when we were told to get back from the entrance. 

“They locked us in and there was a lot of panic 
as people were saying they had knives. I didn’t 
hang around.” 

Rebecca Taylor, a charity fundraiser who wit¬ 
nessed the incident, added: “I saw a young guy 
being pinned down by security guards.” 

One man was arrested at the scene. As the 
Advertiser went to press, police officers were 
still searching for four other suspects. 


Police appeal for witnesses after 
attempted rape in Jubilee Park 


POLICE in the borough are 
appealing for witnesses after an 
attempted rape in a park. 

The victim, a woman in her 
30s, was attacked in Jubilee 
Park, in Edmonton, near the 
gates in Houndsfield Road, just 
before 9pm last Sunday.

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We must stop children from being exploited 



T HE general election gave 
the Conservatives the 
green light to increase cuts 
to public services. 

They made no secret that 
they would do this and inevitably 
this reduces the quality of 
services that can be provided by 
the council.

Our specialist services are seeing 
more and more children who are 
identified as needing our help. 

Whenever and wherever we open a 
service we find children who urgently 


need our support. Recent high-profile 
sex abuse scandals pushed the issue 
to the forefront of the public con¬ 
sciousness but we must ensure that 
this profound crisis doesn’t get lost 
post-election. 

We must maintain the political 
momentum on this threat to children. 
It must not be allowed to drop off 
the agenda. 

The new government must work 
with local authorities, police, schools 
and parents across England to keep 
young people safe.

I saw Africans who were born 
dark-skinned lose their skin colour due 
to vitiligo. Michael Jackson high¬ 
lighted this, but many people cynically 
dismissed it. I myself suffered from 
vitiligo, which has since abated. I saw 
African cousins with natural hazel

eyes, relatives with hair straighter than 
would be considered African. Today, 
many people of African origin are 
waking up to the fact that their hair 
texture is transformed when they use 
non-silicone, non-sulphate and non¬ 
alcohol based products. 

There is no tangible difference 
between a white person and a black 
one. Just like a white tiger and a non¬ 
white tiger, they are both tigers. 

It is the same story with pussy cats. 
They are of different colours, slightly 
different shapes, slightly different furs, 
but they are all pussy cats. 

Our education system and news has 


to be broad enough to include such 
unifying facts and not leave the vast 
majority of people in the dark about 
fellow citizens. Such ignorance leads 
to the kind of catastrophe African 
Americans witnessed last Wednesday 
in a church in the USA.

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Call for improvement 
in MMR vaccinations 

New figures reveal lowest take-up rate in the country

HEALTH campaigners are urging 
Enfield Council to “prioritise” child 
vaccinations after new figures showed 
the borough had the lowest rate of 
MMR jabs in the country. 

Public Health England revealed that 
just 78.3 per cent of children under two 
years of age had received the all-in-one 
injection against measles, mumps and 
rubella, compared to the national aver¬ 
age of 92.7 per cent. 

Campaigners from Healthwatch 
Enfield said this was now the most 
concerning health factor affecting 
the borough. 

The health watchdog’s chief execu¬ 
tive Lorna Reith told the Advertiser. 
“We need to raise awareness about 
MMR and also make it easier for par¬ 
ents to take their child somewhere to 
get the vaccine.” 

Parents are offered free vaccinations 
for their children by their GPs, but ses¬ 
sions can also be held in schools or 
children’s centres in areas where take- 
up is low. 

The 2015 figures for MMR jabs in 
Enfield represented nearly a five per 
cent drop compared to 2014. 

Health bosses have been unable to 


explain why the rate has fallen so sig¬ 
nificantly in a single year. 

Responsibility for local public health 
was transferred to the council in April 
2013. The council had not responded 
to the Advertiser's request for a com¬ 
ment at time of going to press. 

Other health indicators revealed in 
the annual profile for Enfield pub¬ 
lished by Public Health England, a 
government agency, showed there had 
been improvements in tackling 
inequality and infant mortality. 

Child obesity rates, sexually trans¬ 
mitted infections and the number of 
winter deaths all remain higher than 
the national average. 

Ms Reith said: “Healthwatch Enfield 
welcomes news that health inequalities 


are falling in the borough, alongside 
infant mortality. 

“We remain concerned that not 
enough is being done to combat child 
obesity in the borough and urge health 
planners to prioritise MMR vaccina¬ 
tions since Enfield now has the worst 
record in the country.” 

Despite the reduction in health 
inequalities, life expectancy is 7.7 years 
lower for men and 4.3 years lower for 
women in the most deprived areas of 
Enfield than in the most affluent areas. 

Infant mortality is now 4.6 per 1,000 
births compared to 5.6 in 2014, while 
nearly one-in-four children in Enfield 
- 24.8 per cent - is now classified as 
obese by the age of 11, a slight 
increase from last year.

Former Gazette editor Bert 
Huggins dies at age of 100

A FORMER group editor of a series of local 
newspapers has died at the age of 100 after spend¬ 
ing more than 50 years of his career dedicated to 
reporting the news and views of the borough. 

Born in Fulham, in south-west London, in 
1914, Bert Huggins was a toddler when he 
moved to Enfield with his parents, who set up 
shop as tobacconists and confectioners on the 
corner of Church Street and Silver Street, in 
Enfield Town. 

Bert went straight from Central School, in 
Southbury Road, to his first job as a junior 
reporter at the Enfield Gazette and Observer. 

According to his niece Sandra’s husband, 
Mike Fenner, Bert had to learn shorthand at 
evening classes. 

But in the inter-war years shorthand classes 
were the preserve of budding secretaries and 
were dominated by young women. 

“He told me he was the only boy and didn’t know 
whether to be pleased or petrified,” said Mike. 

Bert worked his way up through the ranks at 
the Gazette, graduating from reporter to sub-edi¬ 
tor to sports editor and editor. 

He married Joan Bull, of Chase Side, in 1939 
and they bought the house they were to live in for 
more than 60 years, in Queens Road, off 
Southbury Road, Enfield. 

When war broke out in 1939, Bert joined up to 
serve in the Royal Air Force and was posted to 
the radar section in Cape Wrath, on the north 
coast of Scotland. 

He moved to the cypher section, from where he 
sent encrypted messages across northern Europe. 

When the war ended and he was demobbed 
from the RAF, Bert stepped back into his old life 
at the heart of local news and took over editing 
the Palmers Green and Southgate Gazette before 
being promoted to group editor of all the north 
London titles - a role he carried out until his 
retirement in 1979. 


Mike revealed that sport always played a big 
role in Bert’s life with a passion for cricket and 
football in school morphing into a love of tennis 
and badminton at club level in Enfield as an adult. 

Bert and Joan were renowned for their green 
fingers and between them bagged a host of tro¬ 
phies and awards for their garden, with Mike 
remembering that Bert joked that “he was the 
muscle and his wife was the brains”. 

After Joan died in 2000, Bert continued living 
in Queens Road until a fall left him wheelchair 
bound. He moved to a retirement home in 
Solihull, in the west Midlands, to be closer to his 
niece and nephew and their family. 


While living in the retirement home, he dis¬ 
covered a flair for watercolour painting and pro¬ 
duced an annual calendar of his work that he 
gave to friends and family each year. 

Bert turned 100 in 2014 and told Mike that as 
a young reporter that he would “sometimes go 
and interview centenarians - without ever think¬ 
ing that I would be one myself one day”. 

He died on June 14 at home with his family 
around him after a chest infection. 

The funeral will take place on Friday at 
12.30pm at Robin Hood Crematorium, in Solihull, 
with a wake afterwards planned for the Sunrise 
Senior Living retirement home, in Solihull.

The Unintended Inheritance... 

A client (we shall call Terry) came to make a will with us in 1999 together with his wife June.They made 
simple wills appointing each other as executors and leaving 50% of their estate to each other with the 
remainder to their two children Simon and Dorothy equally. These wills were professionally drawn up 
and executed at our offices. 

In 2005,Terry and June separated after Terry was involved in an affair. For this reason Simon also fell out 
with his father and went to live with June. Dorothy on the other hand stayed in the family home with 
Terry. Unfortunately he began to suffer with Alzheimer’s disease and became heavily reliant on Dorothy. 

As regards his marriage to June, this was never formally dissolved but they remained friends. 

Realising that June still stood to inherit her father’s estate, Dorothy suggested to Terry that he revise his 
will. In order to save money she went to the local supermarket and bought a“DIYWill Pack”. 

She carefully copied and adapted the terms of the previous will such that she would inherit the bulk of 
the estate leaving a smaller share to her brother and even less to June. She then took Terry over to the 
neighbours so that they could witness his signature. She later said that the new terms of the will reflected 
her father’s wishes as she had so lovingly looked after him for many years and he felt indebted to her. 

Although he suffered from a degenerative disease,Terry still appeared to comprehend the terms of the 
will and was able to sign without difficulty.The neighbours were later able to verify this. On the face of it, 
the will was validly executed. 

Sadly in 2012 Terry died suddenly. His newer will was taken to probate, but on the basis of lack of 
Knowledge and Approval, Simon successfully challenged the will.The judge found that Dorothy had been 
far too involved in the will-making process and had imposed undue influence on Terry to make him change 
his will in her favour.To add insult to injury, it was deemed that Terry never intended to revoke his earlier 
will, and therefore that will stood. June duly inherited 50% of the estate even though they had not been 
together for seven years.The family home had to be sold to pay her out, and the legal bills ate into what 
remained. 

So what can we learn from this? If Terry had gone to a qualified solicitor, that solicitor would have been in 
a position to take independent instructions from Terry and ascertain whether Dorothy was applying 
undue influence on him or not.The will file would have recorded that the new division of the estate was 
his idea (if indeed it was!) and that Terry had the requisite mental capacity to make a will.This would have 
made it much more difficult to challenge. It did not matter that the homemade will was correctly executed, 
as there are numerous grounds on which a will can be successfully challenged. 

Furthermore, if a person’s situation changes, his/her current will should be professionally reviewed and on 
a regular basis.This would avoid anomalies occurring such as June’s unintended inheritance.

POLITICIANS have set up a cross-party working group to try 
to ensure that residents’ views are considered in the search for 
a new owner of the historic Trent Park mansion. 

The group, made up of Enfield councillors, will be 
consulting with receivers JLL (James Lang LaSalle) as they 
try to identify a new buyer for the building, which played a 
key role in World War Two when covert listening devices were 
used to glean intelligence from captured German officers who 
were held there. 

The grade II listed building was sold for £30million by 
Middlesex University in August 2013. 

The new owners, the Malaysian educational organisation 
Allianze University College of Medical Sciences, had plans to 
turn it into a European base. 

However, the college never moved into the building, parts 
of which date back to the 18th century. 

The building, which is situated off Snakes Lane, 
Oakwood, is on English Heritage’s “at risk” register. 

Enfield Council’s working group is keen to ensure that the 
views of the local community are taken into account. 

Chairman and Labour councillor Bambos Charalambous 
said: “Both political parties on the council accept that we are 
not currently in a position to financially support any 
acquisition of the site. 

“However, we are committed to trying to secure its proper 
maintenance as a listed building and its retention in some way 
as a community asset.” 

Cockfosters ward councillor Jason Charalambous, who, 
together with Enfield Southgate MP David Burrowes, met JLL 
representatives last week, has set up the Save Trent Park Cam¬ 
paign and more than 3,000 people signed a petition, which 
triggered a council debate in March into the building’s future. 

Tory Mr Charalambous said he would like a heritage 
centre to be included in any plans to commemorate the role of 
the “secret listeners”, who eavesdropped on German top brass 
who were prisoners of war. 

“I am confident that any right-minded business would see 
the historic value of the site and seek to protect it as a 
minimum,” he added.

£500m incinerator project 


Public urged to have a say as

TIME is running out for residents to have 
their say on a new Edmonton incinerator 
that will cost up to half-a-billion pounds. 
North London Waste Authority, which 
handles rubbish from seven London bor¬ 
oughs, wants to knock down and replace 
the existing 45-year-old facility beside

the River Lea, which is currently the UK’s 
biggest incinerator. 

Previous plans for an incinerator at 
Pinkham Way, in Bounds Green, on the 
border of Enfield, Haringey and Barnet, were 
ditched in 2013 after an opposition campaign 
over its financial viability and impact on 
air pollution. 

North London Waste Authority now wants 
to build a new energy-from-waste facility at 
the Edmonton EcoPark, in Advent Way. 

It would cost between £450million and 
£500m and provide heat for homes and busi¬ 
nesses, in addition to generating electricity for 
127,000 households by burning waste. 

A consultation by North London Waste 
Authority runs until Tuesday. Its chairman 
Clyde Loakes, a Waltham Forest councillor, 
said: “The replacement facility would be built 
using today’s most advanced and proven tech¬ 
nology. It would be one of the most effective 
of its kind by current standards. 

“Everyone has until June 30 to have 
their say on the project before we submit 
our plans.” 

North London Waste Authority says the 
new incinerator will ensure there is employ¬ 
ment on site “for many decades” and a 
“broadly similar” number of jobs to the exist¬ 
ing 180 employees at the EcoPark. 

If permission is granted for the scheme, 


time runs out 


construction is due to start in 2019 and finish 
within three years. The existing incinerator 
would be demolished in 2027. 

Chipping Barnet MP Theresa Villiers, who 
had been involved in the campaign to stop the 
Pinkham Way incinerator, visited the site in 
Edmonton this month and gave the proposed 
scheme her backing. 

She said: “The North London Waste 
Authority incinerator at Edmonton has been 
in operation for 45 years and is likely to come 
to the end of its life with about 10 years. 

“The debate about how to replace the 
Edmonton incinerator has been underway for 
some years. 

“I campaigned strongly against that replace¬ 
ment to include waste processing at Pinkham 
Way because of the negative impact on resi¬ 
dents,” added Mrs Villiers. 

“If the new facility at Edmonton gets the 
go-ahead, I believe North London Waste 
Authority are highly unlikely to revive their 
Pinkham Way proposals.” 

The incinerator planned for the Edmonton 
site will generate electricity from the burning 
of waste whereas the Pinkham Way plans 
involved building an incinerator that would 
make fuel from the burned waste.

Grants offer hope 
to council tenants 

RESIDENTS in the borough hoping to get 
their foot on the property ladder are to be 
given a helping hand by the local authority. 

The Grants to Vacate scheme is designed 
to help council tenants of three or more 
years buy their own three-bedroom houses 
by awarding them grants of up to £55,000. 

The scheme is funded through a 
government grant that was awarded to the 
borough of £600,000. 

Housing chiefs maintain that this will free 
up social housing for those most in need. 

Ahmet Oykener, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for housing said: “We now have 
just over £lmillion to distribute to eligible 
tenants. In light of the housing crisis, this 
gives us the chance to help first-time buyers 
in purchasing homes. 

“As tenants move out through the Grants 
to Vacate scheme, this frees up council 
housing for some of the 2,000 families in 
temporary housing.” 

Mr Oykener added that the council felt it 
“made sense” to help residents who aspire 
to be home owners get on the ladder. 

Edmonton MP Kate Osamor has spoken 
out on the issue of housing pressure within 
London, citing the severe shortage of social 
housing as the root cause of the issue. 

To qualify for a grant, tenants must show 
they have been a secure council tenant for at 
least three years, are up-to-date with their 
rent and can show that the only way they 
can afford to buy a home is with a grant.

FORMER industrial heartlands in the east of the 
borough are set for a boost with the large-scale 
revamp of an empty warehouse. 

The 93,000 square foot warehouse, in Molli- 
son Avenue, Brimsdown, is undergoing a facelift 
that will see the derelict site transformed into a 
space that can comfortably house up to 90 cars 
and more than 20 lorries as well as swathes of 
office space.

“When operational, this warehouse will not 
only bring in a large commercial company to 
Enfield, but will also be in a position to offer 
jobs to local people, during the building phase 
and above all once the unit is filled.” 

Joe Garwood, head of IDI Gazeley, the com¬ 
pany overseeing the development, said he was 
“delighted to be working in partnership with the 
council” on the project. 

He added: “Demand for high specification 
warehousing in Enfield is currently very high and 
we look forward to attracting an occupier shortly.” 

The warehouse should be operating by the end 
of the month.

RIVAL bands from across the UK will travel 
to the borough on Saturday to 
compete in a contest billed as “Enfield’s 
battle of the bands”.

Each will need to pull out all the stops to 
impress the judging panel which 
comprises The Kinks’ original drummer 
Mick Avery, John Dee, of The Foundations, 
and Alan Lovell, of the Swinging Blue Jeans. 


They are members of the 60s All Stars, 
who will also perform, once the competi¬ 
tion is over. 

“It’s one of the biggest live music events 
Enfield has seen,” said Glenn Breslin, 
guv’nor of The Beehive pub, in Little Bury 
Street, Edmonton, who, together with 
Capel Manor principal Steve Dowbiggin, 
has organised the contest, with proceeds 
going to charities supported by Edmonton 
Rotary Club.

HARRY KANE insists that he is happy to 
stay at Tottenham Hotspur next season 
despite reported interest from Manchester 
United. 

The young striker has enjoyed a dramatic 
rise over the past 12 months and scored 21

Association Young Player of the Year.

for Spurs,” he said. “When I first heard 
that the club was interested I didn’t have 
to think twice because they are such a big 
club. Now I just can’t wait to get started 
and show everyone what I can do. 

“I’m very keen to perform in training 
every single day, do the best I can and 
hopefully get the nod from the gaffer. 

Whenever I get a chance, I want to do well 
for the other players, the staff and, of 
course, the fans. 

“The squad here is unbelievable, there’s 
so much quality in the team and I’m really 
looking forward to starting work in pre¬ 
season and being a part of that.” 

Trippier added: “It’s an unbelievable 
feeling to be part of a club playing both 
Premier League and Europa League foot¬ 
ball - it’s massive. It had always been a 
dream of mine to play in the Premier 
League and now being with a club playing 
regularly in Europe as well, I can’t wait to 
get under way.
